I am not Ignorant of the CharaQter wherewith 
the 7e/uirs make 1t their Buſineſs to brand me ; 


their Society, which is difpers'd every where, | 


ſpeak likewiſe every where the ſame Language ; 
but as nothing can withſtand the "Truth, I am ſa- 


_tisfy'd that a bare Recital thereof will be ſufficient 


to {et Father Girard and me in ſuch a true Light, 
that any one may be able to make a right Judgement 


of both our CharaQters, I leave to my Advocate, 
and my Attorney, the Care of finding in their Books Þ 


Examples of my Misfortunes, and of finding in 


the Law what Puniſhment 1s due to the Author of F 


them; and 1 reſerve to myſelt the Care of afford- 


_ ing my. Innocence all the Affiſtance and Vindication 


which the Ignorance of my. Sex, and my Want of 


Experience, can afford it. 'The Simplicity of the 


Relation I am going to make, will have all the 


_ 'Force of 'Truth, and I have been taught from my 


Infancy that the "Truth will always prevail : That 


leems to me ſufficient tor my entire Juſtification, 


| I was born at Terloy on the 12th of November 
1-095; as to my Family it 1s but of the common 
Rank; I loſt my Father whilſt I was very young, 
who liv'd a good Chriftian, and died the ſame ; God 
had given a Bleffing to his Commerce, becauſe he 
ſhar'd his Profits with the Poor, and his Example 
was the firſt Inſtrutions which Providence gave my 


| Brothers and me, My Mother who was left a Wi 


dow with four Children, of whom I am the young:

eſt, apply'd herſelf wholly to the Care of her own 


Soul, and our Education, and had the Comfort to 


ſee that all her Labour was not loſt. My eldeſt 
Brother had defign'd to turn Carrhufian, and it was 
only at my Mother's Intreaty that he enter'd into a 


married State ; the ſecond enter'd into the Order 


of St. Dominic : It wou'd not become me to _ 


| him, but the Degree he has taken of Batchelor of 


the $0707, 1s a ſufficient Proof of his Applica- 


tion to his Studies, and I have never heard that his 
| Sapertors have complain'd of him. As for the 


third, he 1s a Secalar Prieſt ; and tho'I am 1gnorant 
what Opinion Father Girard may bave of him at 
Prom, I know that all the while I was under his 


irection, he gave him the beft of Charafters, and 


even procur'd him the Eſteem and Friendſhip of 
the Bulhop of Toulon. Een doe a Hh my 
As much as my Mother apply'd herſelf to the 


Education of my Brothers, ſhe was yet more care- 


ful of mine ; never did ſhe {uffer me out of her 
Sight, and the ſweetneſs of her Temper. render'd 
her fo dear to me, that I knew no greater Plea- 
{ure than that of being with her. She firft gave me 
thoſe Inftrutions of which Children are capable in 
their tender Years, and which ſuch Mothers, as are 
as good Chriſtians as ſhe, never fail of giving 
them. M. Griraud, Miniſter of the Cathedeal ot 
Toulon, was the firſt who adminiſter'd the Comma- 
nion to me ; his Zeal to Religion made him ſpare 
no Pains to inform my Road which began to 


dawn, and 'twas from him I learnt the Holineſs of 
the AQtion I was going to do, as well as with what 


Purity of Diſpoſttion 1 ought to undertake it. 

As I then deſign'd to have enter'd into the So- 
coy of the third Order of St. Thereſa, 1 addreft 
myſelf to Father Alexis, a diſcalceated Carmelite ; 
and as this Deſign was very commendable, M. G;- 
raud, my firſt Confeflor approv'd thereof. An In-

diſpoſition made me leave Father _4/exis, and I had 
Recourſe next to M.d4'Olozyxe, Rettor of the New 
Pariſh : Theſe three DireCtors were animated by the 
ſame Spirit, ſpoke to me after the ſame Manner, 
and conducted me in the ſame Paths ; the Goſpel 
was the Rule whereby they ſquared their own Con- 
duct, and they preſcrib'd it to me as the Rule of 
mine. I was born with a tractable Diſpoſition, and *tis 
a Mercy for which I ought to thank God, that either 
through a Principle of Virtue, or my natural Con- 
{titution, I never was inclin'd to enter into the Mar- 
riage State: And as I was devoted to my Mother, 
both by Duty, Gratitude, and Inclination, I cou'd 
not reſolve upon any Thing which wou'd oblige 
me to part from her, - My Courſe of Life had no- 
thing in it but what was ordinary and common 
the Examples of my Father and Mother had taught 
me to love the Poor, my Confeflors exhorted me 
thereto as a Duty ; I tollow'd their Advice, and 
made amends for my not being able to beſtow 1o 
much in Alms upon them as 1 could have wiſh'd, 


by the Aſliftance I gave them in ſerving them in 
the Hoſpitals. 


- I was not above eighteen Years old, when being 


| ſtruck with Father Gzi727d's great Reputation, I 
imagin'd it wou'd be greatly to the Advantage of 


my Soul to addreſs myſelf ro him. 'The Fame of 


His Sermons, the Encomiums that were given to his | 


Method of Dire&tion, what his Devotees publiſh'd 
of his Experience in the Ways of God, and per- 


Haps a little Vanity, induced me to haye Recourſe 


to him: He receiy'd me without ſhowing any 
Eagerneſs to have me for his Penitent, and ſpoke 


tome of God in ſuch a Manner as did not in the 


Jeaſt abate my deſire of taking him for my Con- 

feflor. es 
I was two Years and a half under his Direction : 
During the firlt Year nothing extraordinary hap- 
Fead ;

en'd ; only I have heard, from ſeveral Hands, that 
he often ono, ma after my Name, the Condition 
of my Family, and even after my Character. 1 
I cou'd percetve myſelf that he obſerv'd me very 
attentively, which I attributed to his Zeal for my 
Perfection; he likewiſe made me enter into a 
Friendſhip with ſome of his Devotees; however, 


 methought, he {eenr'd always to ſhow the molt Re- 


oard to me. Let him be never ſo buſy, he was 
never ſo to me; and whenlI asKk'd for him, whether 
at the Gate of the Convent, or in the Confeſlio- 


nary, I never met with any of thoſe Delays, which 


chagrin Perſons of our Sex, who naturally love 
Diſtinction. 
Some time afterwards, Father Gzrard enter'd into 


ſach Particulars with me, as might have made one 


take him for any Thing ſooner than a Director ; 


but 1 did not then take Notice of them, fo much. 


was I pre-pofleſs'd in his Favour by his outward 
Appearance of SanQtity. He wou'd often tell me, 
that his oor God required ſomerhing more of me ; 
and ask'd, if I wou'd not deliver mel up to 
him for once. One Day when he was talking to me 
after this Manner, with more Earneſtneſs than uſual, 
I anſwer'd him, T hat T was ignorant of the De> 
ſigns of God upon me; to which he reply'd, That 
he had known them for a long Time; and the Con- 
verſation went no farther for the preſent. But a 
little while after, in a Viſit that I ets him, he ask'd 
me, If [was <vell, and whether I was troubled 
with that Infirmity, which is the Chara@eriſtick 
of my Sex. I don't know for what Reaſon he 
ask'd me that Queſtion ; all that I know, 1s, that 
he breathed upon me after a manner that was very 
extraordinary, and that the Alteration which I 
found in mylelf from that Moment, never ſeem's 
to me to be natural, |

I believe 1 may be excus'd entering into particu- 
lars, of all the difterent Conditions wherein I have 
been tound; there are fome of them wherewith I am 
not well acquainted, only by the Accounts I have 
had from thats who were Witneſſes thereof, fo much 
was I out of my Senſes, and fo entirely depriv'd of 
Reaſon. I ſhall one Day give a parncular Ac- 
count thereof, and ſubmit mylelt to the Judgment 
of the Publick ; as | don't comprehend them, I 


| believe they will not comprehend them better than 


me, and that nobody but Father Girard will be 
able to explain them ; wherefore 1 will paſs on 
from my Lite (which has for ſome "Time been 
the Subject of the Difllertations of fome Perſons, 
and of the Raillery of others) to the Hiſtory of 
my Misfortunes. | 
In the Converſation juſt mention'd, I declar'd to 


| Father Gzrard, that [reſign'd myſelf up entirely to 


Him, to which he anſ{wer'd, 7 hat he was charm'd 
with my Diſpoſition, and order'd me to receive 
the Sacrament every Day, with this Precaution, 
That it feou'd be in different Churches. 

I had ſcarcely follow'd this new Method of Di- 
re&tion, when | found mylelt utterly incapable of 
Praying, of which I gave an Account to Father Gz- 
7ard, who, to incourage me, told me ; T hat T ought 
xt to be uneaſy at that, becauſe Prayer being only 
:he means of arriving at God, became uſeleſs when 
ouce Wwe were there; that the more the Souls that 
are under an inward Direttion, refizn them- 
ſelves ro Ged, the more they find that they cannot 
Jay the Pater-nolter ; that rhe Matter of the great- 


eſt Importance was to deliver one's ſelf up to God, 


and that having once given way to ihe Operations 


of Grace, there was nothing more to be done, but 


zo ſuffer God to operate wwiriin us. 
As this Doctrine was new to me, and my other 
Confeſlors hadalways talk'd to me atter another man- 


ner, 
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againſt F. John Baptiſt Girard. 9g 
ner, I cou'd not forbear teſtifying my Surprize to 
him, and ſaying ; T hat the Saints had never walk'd 
after that Way. In order to baniſh my Scruples, 
he anſwer'd me; T hat 2we muſt not always regulate 
ourſelves by the Saints, and that God had different 
Ways of condufting Souls. Being accuſtom'd to 
receive his Dire&tions like Oracles, I made no An- 
{wer to this Diſcourſe ; and before we parted, he 
order'd me 70 come to him every Day, and give 


him an Account of the State of my Soul ; 1 obey'd, 


and his daily Inſtructions generally laſted between 
two and three Hours. an, - 
As I defer, till another Opportunity, the rela- 
ting all that happen'd extraordinary within me, and 
| declare once more, that I don't comprehend it my- . 
felf, I ſhall content myſelf with obſerving ex paſ- 
/ant, that Father Girard conſtrain'd me to accept 
a State of Poſſeſſion, telling me, T hat it was the 
IWill of Ged. I was us'd to obey him, wherefore I 
only anſwer'd, T hat if 'twas God who commanded 
it, Trcnld ſubmit thereto ; but that if thoſe Orders 
came only from himſelf, IT did not think myſcif 
obliged to comply <vith them. To this he replied - 
with that magitterial Tone, which he very well. 
knows how to aſſume when he pleaſes ; 7 hat ir 
was the Till of God, and that 1 " refign myſelf 
1p to all rhat was required of me: 1 accepted then 
of a thing, of the Conſequences whereof I was 
entirely 1gnorant, and had hardly pronounced the 
Words of the fatal Acceptance, but I found mylelt 
quite chang2d. ; 
Here begin my Misfortunes; 1n vain did I in-- 
form F. Girard, T hat I had continually before my 
Fiyes the filthy Repreſentations of horrible Nu- 
dities of Men and Women; he anſwered, T hat 
God deſigned to purify me thereby, in order t0 
render me capable of his Gifts; and that I eight 
to make uſe thereof to Fra and reſign mv{elf.

] fell fick, and 'twas on account of this Illneſs, 
that Father Girard began to come frequently to 
viſit me, when he aſed to lock himſelf up alone 
with me in my Chamber ; and as I often had Fits, 
during which Father Girard never called any Af- 


| fiſtance, when 1 recovered f.om them, I found my- 


ſelf in indecent Poſtures, the Conſequences where- 


of I did not well apprehend: But the Modeſty 


which 1s natural to my Sex, made me ſee enough 
to g1ve me Scruples upon that Head. 


Father Girard removed theſe Scruples by his . 


Principles, wherein, fince his beginning to talk a 
certain Language to me, conſiſted all his Direction, 
He told me then ; T7 haz God permits and requires, 
in order to humble us, and condutt us to the higheſt 
Perfettion, that certain things ſhould paſs with- 
#3 our Souls, to which we ought never to give any 


Attention. | 


I now unfortunately experienced, that when 
dgholage uts on the Appearance of Piety, and 
we are directed to Uncleanneſs by Principles of 
Religion, that Fund of Corruption which we all 
derive from Adam, blinds the Underſtanding bur 
too ſoon, and delivers us up even to the moſt 
jſhametu]l Paſſions without Scruple or Remorſe.'The 
Mask of Sanity made me look upon, as Pper- 
mitted or indifferent, ſuch things as would not 
have failed to ftartle and ſhock me, had they 
been offered to me under any other Light. 
| _ When Father Grra7d found me in Bed, after 
having lock'd the Door, he would place himſelt 
by my Side, and drawing me towards him, would 
put one Arm behind me, and the other betore; 
at other times he would uncover me, and rove 
with his Hands all over my Body. As I was ſub- 
Jext to Swoontngy, I cannot anſwer what he did to 

| was 
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ſuch Liberties ? He anſwered, 


Will of God, xclo ceould make me paſs through ©

me when I was in that Condition ; all I remember 
is, that when I came to myſelf, I tound mylelf in 
ſuch Poſtures, as gave me atterwards to know, that 


Father Girard had not been ſatisfied with only 
looking on me. £6 


| © One Day amongſt others, recovering from a 


violent Swoon, I tound myſelf ſtretched out upon 
the Ground, with him behind me, holding his 
Hands upon my Breaſts, which he had uncovered. 
As Modeſty and Rel:gion have their Returns, eſpe- 
cially in a Perſon well bred, and brought up in the 
ſtricteſt Rules of her Sex's Modeſty, I could not 
forbear asking Father Girard, How he came to take 
T hat it was the 


theſe mortifying Tryals, ro conduct me to Per- 


feftion. He did yet more ; he told me one Day, 
That his gcod God would have him clap his Side ro © 


mine ; and as I was in Bed, he placed me on the 
Bed-fide, and uncovering his Breaſt, go7 upon me 3 
a more particular Account might ſhock the Modeſty 
of thoſe who may happen to read this Memorial ; L 
cannot ſo much as think of it without bluſhing. 
Sometimes he gave me a few Laſhes with a 
Diſcipline, and afterwards &i/3'd the Place where 
he had laſhed. One Day being come to viſit me, 
in order to chaſt1ze me, as he ſaid, for a pretended 
Failure in my Duty to God, he firſt Tock'd the 
ChamberDoor, and then ordering me to kneel down 


before him, and holding a Diſcipline in his Hand, 


added ; That Tdeſerved that all Mankind ſoould 
be Witneſſes to what be was going to do ; how- 
ever, he defired me 70 /wear and prom{e never 
to ſpeak therecf, which T did, not knowing 
his Intentions. Being encouraged thereby, he 
\ud, 7 hat be was going to declare ro me the 
Will of God, which vas ; T hat ſince 1 had 
refuſed ro be cicarhed with the Gifts of God, the

divine Fuſlice required that I ſhould be feript ſtark 
naked. Fi was ſhock'd at os Worth or 
ther it was an Opprefſion of my Spirits, or any 
other Cauſe not known to me, I fell into a Swoon ; 
and when I recover'd was perfe&tly ſtupified, 
prwan nes, Je I obeyed without Difficulty all that he 
required of me. BY 

He commanded me then firſt, to pull off my 


Handkerchief, after that my Head-cloaths, Girdle, 
and Night-Gown : In ſhort, he made me {trip to 


my Shift, in which Condition he embraced me be- 
hind : I don't well know what he did, but I felt a 
Sort of Pain which was new to me ; aiter which 
he helped to dreſs me, and order'd me to do the 
ſame. More than once has he made me he down 


upon the Bed, and in this Poſture' did he handle 


and kiſs me without Reſerve or Diſcretion ; always 


afluring me, That this was the new IWay to ſublinre 


Perfettion, and that, provided we are faithful in 
our Nothingneſs, Wwe ought not to trouble ourſelves 


about what paſſes in our Body, but baniſh all Scru- 


ples, Doubrs, and Pears, becauſe the Soul be- 


comes thereby more enlighten'd, more ſtrong, more 


Pure, aud acquires the holy Liberty. 


He wou'd often fall on his Knees before me, and. 


in that Poſture would ſay to me the molt tender 
'Fhings imaginable. He was the firtt that ever ſpoke 
to me of Love ; I don't know whether other Men 
are more paſſionate in their Addreſſes to their 
Miſtrefles, or ſpeak to them in a more tender 
Language ; what I know, by wotul Experience, 1s, 
that Father Girard underitands better than any 
one in the World, how to tame a ſevere Virtue, 
and encourage a timorous Innocence, by dilguifing 
the Sallies ot a criminal Paſſion, and the looſe Sen- 
timents of a depraved Heart, under the {pecious 
Jargon of an attefting Deyotion, and a {ble 
Contemplation,

The Delays of Nature, no doubt diſturbed Fa- 
ther Girard's Tranquility ; wheretore, in order to 
apply a Remedy thereto, he brought me ſeveral 
1'imes ſomewhat, I know not what, to drink. I 
took this Draught becauſe he {ſaid it would do-me 
good, and the Effect thereof was a copious dit- 
charge of Blood, with a Sort of Maſs of coagalated 
Gore ; he would even make me fit upon the Pot 
in his Preſence, which he afterwards carry'd to the 
Window, and examined attentively, _ = 
"Twas about this "Time that he made me go 
to the Convent of St. Clare at Ollioules, which is 
a League from Toulon ; he required of me that 
I ſhould keep this Deſign a Secrer from my Family, 
and had me admitted there as a Probationer, T1v- 
ing me out for a Saint of the firſt Rank. I have 
often been ask'd Father Girard's Motives for ta- 
king this Reſolution. I muſt own, he never ac- 
quainted me with them ; however, this Father's 
Friends have no Realon to alledge this Step as a 
Proof of his Innocence, ſince he took Care to ger 
Leave for himſelt to enter the Convent, and when - 
he made Uſe thereof, the Scenes that paſſed in 
my Chamber at O//;oulrs, were not different from 
thoſe that paſled in my Chamber at Zoulou. He 
was even more 1mprudent, or more unfortunate, at 
Ollicules than at Zculon ; tor he was ſeen kiſſing me 
at the Grate of the Choir, as well as taking all 
the Liberties m the Parlour which that Place will. 
permit, 
He wrote to me very often, and had defired of 
the Superior, that the Letters which he ſhould 
write to me, and my Anſwers, might not be ſeen ; 
although that 15 a Cultom from which they ne- 
ver recede in any well-regulated Convent. "The 
Abbeſs of Oll:oules had a great deal of Reluc- 
tance to conſent to1t; but what can one ref ife to 
a Man of Father Gi7ard's Reputation ? I was ſur-

ay to Ollioules, who demanded, in Father Gi- 
rard's Name, all the Letters which I had received 
from him. = 

Faſy and undefigning as I am, I deliver'd all 
that was requir'd, andeven more ; for, with Fa- 
ther Girard's Letters, I deliver'd the Minutes of 
ſome of mine, which I had diQtated to my Bro- 
ther the Zacobin. One only Letter from Father. 
Girard eſcaped this Jeeura) Reſtitution 3; which 
1s that of the 22d of laſt Zuly, which was pro- 
duced in Court, and has been diſperſed abroad 
in the World, where it has made Noiſe enough, 
The Account which I have here given of m 
 Misfortunes, is a more natural and faithful Com- 
ment than any which the bar can make. Fa- 
_ _. ther Gzrard's Letters were almoſt always full of 

"Paſſion, and frequently wanton ; ſometimes they 
had an Air of Devotion, under which, they who 
were initiated into the Myſtery of his Language, 
found ſomething elſe couch'd, beſides 2vangelical 
Morals. | 

Father Girard has produced but ſixteen of his 
Letters ; I have been ſhown ſome of them, ſuch 
as are diſperſed by the Ze/uirs ; I find them very 
ſhort of the Number of eighty, which I returned 
to him, and had received from him; and if I 
| was to be contronted with him, about the Expla- 
nation of theſe Letters, I would oblige him to 
conteſs, that they have been compoled anew. 

Not content with writing to me, Father Girard 
gave me. a Form of Contefſion, thereby to make 
ture of my keeping ſecret, all that had paſſed be- 
tween him and me. Before he gave me this 
Form, he told me more than once, 7 hat it was 


nor neceſJary to confeſs any Actions of Uncleanneſs 


becauſe to Souls who walk'd according to the inter- 
nal Ways of Direftion, they were but bare Temp-

tations; and that we even ated very uprightly 
in not confeſſins them ; becauſe thereby we con- 
ound the Devil, who would raiſe Scruples within 
us, about the particular Ways wherein God makes 
us walk, and ſecured ourſelves,by this Condutt to the 


Treaſure of an unalterable Peace. I have ſhown 


this. Form of Confeſſion to a Boarder in the Con- 
vent of O/loules. 


He even told me, and if his Letters are not 


mutilated, it will be found therein; That rhe 


Souls, which are led by the Way of Contempla- 
ri0n, ought togive an Account of the State of their 
Conſcience to their Direttors only, and that *twas 


a Miſtake to "p58 that one ought to diſcover 


it to our eccleſiaſtical Superiors : Aud as he had 
no Mind to loſe me if T had taken the Habit, he 
had often repeated to me, that the Vow of Obe- 
dience, which one makes tn a religious State, does 


not extend ro the Conſcience, of which God and 


our Direttors alone can take Cognizance. 
The good Examples I had before my Eyes im 
the Convent at Oll;outes, and the holy Practices 


of that Houſe, began to give me ſome Suſpicion. 


of the State of my Soul ; wherefore I refolved to 
leave that Convent, and go to Toulon, with 
defign to.conſult ſome Perſons of Piety, and fome 


of the moſt enlighten'd Confeffors. Herenpon 


Father Girard, whom I only told that T defizn'd 
?0 20 out, took the Alarm, defir'd me to keep 
my Reſolution! ſecret, and would have engaged 
me to have choſen another Retreat, which was 
only to be known to him and me : God 


gave 


me the Grace not to fallinto this new Snare.I know 


not which Way Father G:irard's Defigns upon me 
got Air, but they came to the Biſhop of Zoulen's 
Ear, who enjoined me, by the Authority which 
God had given him over me, not to {ſtir out of 


his 
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his Dioceſe, and I thought myſelf obliged to obey 
the Orders of my Paſtor. 


I left Olltoules then, with Meſfire Camerle the. 


Biſhop's Chaplain, and my Brother the Domini- 


can who accompanied me, and condufted me to: 


the Country-Houſe of M. Pauquetr, who 1s our 


Relation : After which the Biſhop order'd Father 


Nicholas, Prior of the difſcalceated Carmelzites, to 


| rake upon himſelf the Care of my DireQion ; Fa- 


ther G:rard's Defign of tending me out of my own 


Country, not baving been agreeable to this Prelate, 


as I have already obſerved. |

General ; nevertheleſs, the Accuſed has attempted 
Þoth before the Court, and in his Memorial, to pled 
both againſt our Appeal againſt Encroachments, and 
our fingle Appeal againit the Proceedings, a'though vt 
bave only ſummoned Mr. Attorney-General won this 
Head. The Realon of ſuch an irregular and extraordi

As the 2d Nullity, founded upon the extraordinary Pro- 
ſecution's being ordain'd by two different Decrees, and the 
4th founded upon. the Witneſſes that were confronted with 
the Dominican and Abbe Cadiere, and the Prior of the 


 Carmelites, having been re-examin'd, before the extraordi- 


nary Proſecution was ordain'd againſt them, tended to {ct 
aſide all the extraordinary Proſecution; and as the 5th Nul- 
lity, founded upon only 37 Witrneſles having been confron- 
ted out of 75 which accule F. Girard, in order to deprive 
us of the reſt, could not be decided but by the Judgment 
of the Exceptions, which have not been judg'd, and relates 
only to a Defe& in the Frecentiogs we have receded from 
them by our Expedient; wherefore we ſhall only cite the 
rwo others, which are the firſt and third. 

Firſt Nullity, is founded upon their having obliged 1s 
Cadiere to anſwer when the Proceedings were adjourn'd. 


To this the Accuſed anſwers, 1. That la Cadiere was at 


liberty either to take advantage of that Adjournment, or 
to anſwer ſooner, and that ſhe requeſted rhe Commiſhoners 
| by word of mouth, to come to the Convent where ſhe 
was detain'd. 2. Becauſe they went thither purſuant to 2

And 
fince ſhe had the choice, either to take advantage of the 
Adjournment, or to anſwer ſooner, was not ir neceſſary 
that ſhe ſhould renounce that Advantage, and herſelt de- 
mand to be examin'd? Accordingly he knew this ſo well, 
that he ſays ſhe demanded it verbally of the Commiſſioners. 
But how long have Proceedings been carried on upon pre- 
' tended verbal Petitions; and what proof is there of 1t? 
As to his pretence, that they went to the Monaſtery purſu- 
ant toa Summons ſent them by the Attorney-General, have 
we not ſhown, by unanſwerable Reaſons, the uſeleſſneſs of 
this Summons in the Compleat Caſe ?

Third Nullity, which is the only one which remains, is | 
founded upon the mutual Confronting between 1a Cadiere 


and F. Girard's having been made before all the Witneſſes 
were re-examin'd and confronted. 


To elude this Nwllity the Accuſed ſays; 1. That the 
Statute has not determin'd that the mutual Confronting can= | 


not be made till after the Witneſſes have been confronted; 
and 2. That Art. 12. of Tir. 15. of the Statute, having 
ordain'd that the Confrontings ſhall be written upon a ſe- 
parate Paper, proves that the mutual Confronting may be 
made either before or after that of the Witneſſes. 3. That 
la Cadiere having vary'd in her Anſwers, the mutual Con-

of her Anſwers. | 
But theſe Reaſons, ſo hard ſtrain'd for, will not Tave this 


Nullity, For, i. Has not the Criminal Statute ſufficiently 


decided, that the mutual Confronting ſhall not be made till 
after the confronting of the Witneſles, by that alone, rhar 
It ordains. the confronting of the Witneſles by the former 
Articles, whereas the mutual Confronting is not ordain'd. 
till Art. 23. and who doubts but the Order of the Statuce 
ſervari debet ? Bur in ſhort, if we ſhou'd ſuppoſe, contrary 
to Truth, that there was any Doubt upon that head, as to 
the Statute, wou'd not Reaſon and the inviolable Cuſtom 
of the Court have fix'd the Interpretation ? Aund- has it ever 


been ſeen, that they have proceeded to the mutual Con- 


troatation, without having re-examin'd and confronted the 
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irneſſes? We boldly defy the Accuſed to produce ons 
Exam ple. 0 | j 

2. 'Tis a Conſequence far from agreeable to the Rules 
of Logick, upon which the Feſuirs value themſelves fo 
much, to conclude, that becauſe the Statute ordains that 
the Confrontings ſhall be put upon a ſeparate Paper, it ne- 
ceſſarily follows that they may proceed to the mutual Con- 
fronting, before the Confronting of the Witneſſes. | 

Neither is it reaſening more juſtly, to ſay that 1a Cadiere's 
having varied in her Anſwers render'd the mutual Con- 
fronting neceſlary: For, whether ſhe had varied or not, 


the mutual Confronting muſt have been made. But does 


it follow from thence, that it muſt be done upon the ſpot, 


and before the Confronting, or even the Re-examination of 


moſt of the Witneſſes? One may eaſily ſee the unjuſt Mo» 
tive of the irregular Precipitation of this Confronting, and 
that it proceeded from the ſame Cauſe as the Variation ; 
but that is the very reaſon why it ought to be ſer aſide. 
The Accuſed, who wou'd diffuſe every where that Con- 
fafion of Ideas which he afteQs himſelf, cries that he does 
not underſtand what [a Cadiere means when ſhe ſays that fhe 
only diſputes the Proceedings carried on againſt her. For, adds 
he, the Attorney-General's Complaint was directed againſt all 
the Guilty, and the Accomplices of the Corpus delids, which 


includes la Cadiere, her Brothers, F. Nicholas, F. Girard, 


and others, who may have any part in the Offence, what- 
ever it may be: TheProceedings, continues he, carried on 
upon this Complaint, and upon all thoſe that had been 
prefer'd before the Decree of Council, which refer'd the 
Cognizance of this Cauſe to the Parliament, muſt relate to 
all thoſe who may have been guilty of the Crimes com- 
mitted, and who being conjoin'd together, form the Corpus 
deliti. How therefore wou'd 1a Cadiere alone be ſeparated 
from the ref{t of the Co-accuſcd, and have the Proceedings 
ſet aſide as to herſelf, and leave them to ſabſiſt as the 
others?

and the murual Confronting, without thar's doing any pre- 
Judice to the Proceedings carried on at her requeſt againſt 
F. Girard, *Tis true, that if we had infifted upon the 24 
and 4th N#liity, and the Court had had regard thereanto, 


it wou'd have ſer afide al! the extraordinary Proceſs both 


relating to 'F, Girard and the others; but not to prejudice 
the Proceedings which bave been carried on againſt him, 
nor put off the Judgment, we have receded from theſe 


two Nullities by our Expedient. Thus is this Riddle ſoon 


folv'd; we know not whether that will ſuffice to diſperſe 
all rhe Obſcurity which F. Girard affe&s here; but ar leaſt 
we know well that our Judges and the Publick will tind 
x very cicar and intelligible. | |

The Accuſed fays they are unjuſt, t. Becauſe thaf 
they had been tacitly rejectee y the Decree of April, 
which re;edted the Petition preſented by 1a Cadtere for the 
renewing her Anſwers. 2. Since F. Girard cannot receda 
from his Confeſſions, why wou'd ſhe have the liberty ta 
recede from hers, with ſeveral other trifling Reaſons ; for 
Which ſee PartTI. p.170, 171. of his Memorial. 


If F. Girard was not fo plainly convicted of all his 


Crimes, he wou'd have taken care not to plead in his De- 
fence a Variation, which is a freſh Conviction againſt him, 
and a freſh Crime, in order to gain Impunity for his paſt 
Offences; accordingly all the Pretences he uſes ſmell of 
the Principle whence they proceed. La Cadiere by a Pe- 
tition demanded to be examin'd and confronted anew; and 
amongſt many other indiſputable Reaſons added, that this 
Variation was the EffeCt of a Potion, and of the Violence 
and Menaces that had been uſed to her, and proteſted a- 
gant them, This Petigion was rejefted by a Decree of lit 
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April, and the 19th of May following ſhe obtain'd Roy} 
Letters of Reſtitution as far as needful againſt this Variation, 
How long have Decrees, which are ſtridifſim? jurts, exten- 
ded farther than the Points upon which they were made? 
When this Decree was made, it was 1n relation to a Peti- 
tion for a new Examination and mutual Confrontation; 
theſe Royal Letters were not even obtain'd then, nor til

-Tal and very phyſical, as are all the Facts of Uncleanneſs : 
Behdes, both theſe Facts, and thoſe which are extraordinary, 
are proved by a Cloud of Witneſſes, and cven by the Let- 
ters and Confeſſion of the Accuſed. | 


4. We know that a Potion is not indicative; but we 


know yet better, that a Perſon who otherwiſe had not 


| been capable of making a Variation, becomes by that means 
very ſuſceptible of any Impreſſion, and that then Violence 
-and Menaces will compleat what the Potion did but begin, 
ſo that this Perſon has been made to ſay what one pleaſes. 
Now that this Potion was given to la Cadiere on February 
27, by Siſter Gwuzol, who waited on her, Daughter to {4 
Guiol, the Accuſed's famous Confidanre, cannor be call'd 
in queſtion here. *Tis notorious, that it immediately threw 
her into ſuch a Stupefaction, that ſhe did not know her 
own Mother, nor the Sieur Ariigues her Couſin, that it 
{well'd her Mouth extremely, and turn'd it black, which 
we offer to proye, Did not her Mother by a Petition im- 
| PEN; mediately 
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mediately demand an Information to be taken thereof, 
and that an Examination might be made of her Daughter 
by a Commiſlary, to aſcertain the State of her Senſes, and 
that Phyſicians being called in, they ſhould proceed to a 
Report in his Preſence, to know in what ſtate her Senſes 
were, and what was the Cauſe thereof? And the Day this

5. One muſt be a great Lover of Forgeries and Lyes,

Authors of theſe Violences and Menaces, {a Cadiere has n 
always proteſted, that ſhe would name them at a pro- þ 
per time. She is now in the Power of the Court, they F 
need only ask her; or they may ask M.Tamiſzer, who 1s t 
informed of more than the Fa&t of her going out, which | 
he has already owned before. the Court, although he would 6 
not own it in writing in his Memorial, and the Court 
will fee what was the Cauſe of this Variation. 

Second Reflection, How can they pretend that this Vas 
riation was a ſpontaneous Act, when it is evidently falſe, 
and not cnly contradicted by the whole Proceedings, but 
by the Accuſed's own Letter and Confeſſions ; fince whilit 
they make her ſay therein, that nothing paſſed between 
them but what was pure, modeſt, and holy, he is con«

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"Tis ſurprizing that the Defendant ſhould affeCt to ſpegi 
with ſo little Juſtice of two Arts, whereof he is fo great a 
Maſter, and ſhould confound the Enchanter with the 
Atheiſt, We. agree, that the Duieriſm which is purely 
Jpiritual, whoſe Perfe&ion conlifts in the annibilating all 
the Faculties of the Soul, by its pretended Transformation 


Into the divine Eſſence, where it is abſorbed and loſt, and 
In the forgetting of all other Creatures, and even of itſelf, 


is incompatible with the Curioſity, Luſt, and tumultous 
Paſhons of a Magician. Such a ©xieriſt being abſorbed 
by a paſſive Contemplation, which renders him inanimate 
and inſenſible, is not capable of becoming a Sorcerer ; nei- 
ther is a Man, who to fatisfy his tumultuous Paſſions,

groſs Duictiſm, to borrow here the Expreſſions of the 


Accuſed, the carnal Duietiſm, which, under the talle pre- 


tence of an Union with God, authorizes the Practice of 
all manner of Vice, incompatible with Sorcery ? Such a 
Duietiſt being abandon'd to all the inordinate Detires of 
his corrupted Heart, does not he naturally ſtand in need ot 
the Help of Enchantment to ſatisfy them, eſpecially when 
Nature has refuſed him her Charms, which are a natural 
Enchantment in thoſe whom ſhe has adorned wich her 
Graces? 

Now is the preſent Caſe a Duietiſm purely ſpiritual, or 
the groſs Duietiſm ? Does ſuch a metaphylical Qwuieriſm as the 
firſt belong to this Age? Is it the Portion of the ſenſual and 
carnal Man? Is Father Girard known to have been iwal- 
lowed up in a paſſive Contemplation of God, of having 
forgot all the Creatures there, of having forgot himſclt, 
and of having taughr his Penitents this Doctrine ? Or 1s 
he convicted of having forgot God in an ative Con- 
templation of the Charms of his Devotees, eſpecially 
ta Cadiere, of having intoxicated himflf without Remorle 
with all the Pleaſures of Senſuality, on pretence of 2a 
falſe Union with God, and of having taught them this 
pernicious Error, which, under falſe Pretences, diſpenſcs 
with vocal Prayer, and the Exerciſe of all Chriſtian Vir- 


_ ues. and canonizes Depravation of Manners ? Thoſe Parties 


of Pleaſure which he permitted them to make, their daily 
Communions, thoſe paſſionate Letters he wiote to them, 
thoſe frequent Viſits with the Door lock'd, thoſe hong 
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and Kiſſes, and Examinations of la Cadiere's Stigmata 


and Ribs, whereof he was the continual Admirer and 
Contemplator, do not all theſe ſufficiently demonſtrate 
the Nature of his ©atetiſm, and whether it is incompa- 
tible with Enchantment? In fine, they are fo far from 
being incompatible, that he has united them both in his 
Perſon, and is equally convicted of the one and the other. 
The Defendant ſays, there are rwo ſorts of Ontetiſm, 
the one purely ſpiritual, and the other entirely grois. We 
expectcd to have ſeen him define them, and endeavour to 
perſuade us that neither the one or other can be imputed 
to him. But he informs us, that he will take care not to 
explain clearly wherein the one or the other Quietiſm con- 
fiſts 3 and that none but a Pen which is uſed to be defiled with 
dipping into the moſt ſhameful Obſcenity, dare enter into & 
particular Detail of Errors, which ought to be concealed 
from all the World. 
This Reaſoning is far from being judicious, or even 
ſenfible. Have we uſed in our Definition of Ouzetiſm any 


{ Expreſſions contrary to the Rules of Modeſty and Virtue ? 


Or does he mean: thereby, that we can't ſpeak of his 
ietiſm withour ſullying the Imagination with filthy 


Ideas? Were the Pens of the great Biſhop of Meanux, the. 


famous Dxpin, and the judicious and delicate 1a Brayere, 
with many other learned Men, -who have made ſuch fine 
Deſcriptions of wuteriſm, uſed ro be defild with dipping 


| into the moſt ſhameful Obſcenity? And were all thele 


oreat Men who have been the Admiration of France, afraid 
that, by explaining the Maxims of ©7zeri/m, the Publick 


would be tempted to: embrace it? None but the Accuſed, 


and thoſe that are like him, would be expoſed: to that 
Riſque. The Rules of Oratory upon which howecver 
the Advocates value themſelves leſs than the Feſuits, al- 


| though the latter do nor always excel therein, require us 


to define the Subje& on which we are about to treat. And 
could not we follow this Rule without expoling ourſelves 
to their unjuſt Cenſure? After all, did it, become Pens in- 
fected with Perjury, Simony, Sacrilege, and Inceſt, ro 


| reproach ours with being uſed to be defiled with dipping 
| Into the moſt ſhameful Obſcenicy? We challenge the Ac- 
| Culed to cite us any Example of the Cuſtom which he 
| aſcribes to us; if we have dehiled it in this Cauſe, he ought 

to reproach himſclt with having fupply'd rhe Matter, and 
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forced us to it. They who judge rightly of Things, hays | 


done us more Juſtice, and given a contrary Judgmenr, 
Aﬀrer this, the Accuſed runs into a vain Encomium of 


his DireRion, but calls only ro his Vindication the Evi- 


dence of his a&tual ſtigmatiz'd Penitents, who were the 
Accomplices of his Debaucheries, as is plainly proved by 
the Proceedings. But what advantage can he reap from 
fuch a ſuſpicious Teſtimony, which bears the Chara: of 
Subornarion and Impoſture? Since whilſt his Penitents had 


own'd, at a time when their Evidence was not to be ſu{- 


pected, before Perſons who were unexceptionable Witneſles, 
that he bred them upin the Maxims of ©netiſm ; that one 
Look towards God ſufficed; that a State of Union with 
God has nolonger need of Oral Prayer, and that when we 
are united with him, we may ſatisfy all our Deſires with- 
out Sin; He has made them depole, that he order'd them 
continual Prayers ; - that he order'd them fo many for Pe- 


nance, that whole Days were not ſuflicient, and they were 


forced to borrow part of the Night; and thar he even gave 
them the Service of the Virgin Mary to fay every day, with- 
our exculing even 1a Gaiot his famous Confidante from the 
obſerving this rigid Rule. Is this probable? Whom wou'd 
he perſuade that the Wives and Daughters of Mechanicks, 
who had need of working ail the Day, were imploy'd only 


' In praying and repeating the Service of the Virgin Mary ? 


Is no: this all contradifted by rhe Publick Knowledge? 
Pocs rot even Ia Guiol's Letter of Auguſt 30. prove, that 
he empioy'd her in other Functions? Is it by ſuch Wit- 
nefles as theſe thar he pretends to vindicate himſelf? Is it 
by Depolitions that carry the evident mark of Impoſture 
that he pretends to prove his Innocence? Or rather, 1s not 
the Conduct of his ſtigmatiz'd Penitents ſufficient for his 
Conviction ? 

He prerends that the Evidence of M. Girand, who de- 
poles ſeveral Points of Qmteriſm trom the Mouth of two 
of his Penitents, cannot be any proof; both becauſe on 
their Examination they ſwore the contrary, and for ſeveral 
other Reaions; fee Part I. of his Memorial, p.70, 71- 

But all theſe different Pretences cannot in the leaft pre- 
judice M. Gzrand's Depoſition. For, 1.*Tis true, tht in 


general, when a V/itneſs {peaks from the nivuth of a rhird 


Fe: ion. and this third Perſun his been examin'd, and 1s 4 
lawtiul Evidence at the time of the: Procteditigs, theſe 1Wo 
pepor 
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Depoſitions ought to agree. But can this Rule be apply'd 

here, where the Caſe is of a Witneſs who ſpeaks of what 

he heard from theſe two Penitents of the Accuſed, at a 
time when they were not to be ſuſpected, and when they 
ingenuouſly told the truth : Inſomuch, that if at their gi- 

ving Evidence they did not vouch the fame, *tis becauſe 
their Confeſſor had ſuborn'd them, to make them ſay the 

contrary. For in this caſe, can the Law, which only ſeeks 
the Truth, find it in the Depoſition of theſe two ſuborn'd 

Penitents, or in that of M. Giraud, who is'a Witneſs of 
known Probity, and is not capable of ſaying any thing 

which is not exactly true? We. 

2, It is falſe that M. Giraud diſcours'd F. Girard"s Peni- 

rents ſince he was ſummon'd as a Witneſs, but long before 

this Proſecution, and at a time when he could not forete!l 
it. Accordingly the Accuſed knows ſo well that theſe 
two Devotees did fay to M. Giraud what he has depoſed 


from their Mouths, that he only ſays that it was by artful 


Queſtions, and by a Chain of ambiguous and captions Propo- 
ſittons, that he wreſled it from _ femple ignorant Souls. 
But ro deſtroy this pretence, *tis {ufficient to refer him ro 
the Depoſition of this Miniſter, where he will fee that all 
the Queſtions he ask'd 1a Reboul, and la Lawgier were, Whe- 
ther it was true that they receiv'd the Communion every dav, 
and nevertheleſs frequently made Parties of Pleaſure. and 
what Prayers they ſaid? That the Anſwer of theſe iwo Pe- 
nitents was, That they uſed no Oral Prayers, but contented 
themſelues with keeping in the preſence of God; that they ve- 
ceiv'd the Sacrament every day ; and that when oue is well 


with God, nothing is to be fear d, but all things are lawful. 


What can be more ſimple than theſe Queſtions and An- 
iwers? Are theſe Dneſtions a Chain of ambiguous and cap- 
ous Propoſitions, upon a Subjeft infinitely delicate, where 
Error borders upon Truth? Are theſe ys is wreſted from 
their Simplicity and Ignorance? Since both rhe one and the 
other are only plain Matters of Fact. And had they any nced 
to ſtudy Divinity to know whether ticy uſed Oral Prayer, 
whether they received the Sacrament every day, and whe- 
ther they ofren made Parties of Pleaſure? As ro. the Par- 
tlality which he imputes to M. Girzud, we have ſhewn 

the Abſurdity thereof in the Memorial of Ovjeftions. 
3. Although his Penitents cannot depoſe in his favour, 
and the Aſcendant he has over them makes them look'd 
upon 
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upon as ſuſpicious, as we have ſh:wn in the aforeſaid My 
morial, it is certain that they may be legal Evidence againf 
him, becauſe then it can only be attributed to the force of 
Truth, which ſometimes gers the better of the Influence 
of a Conteffor, altho* that happens very ſeldom. Where. 
fore when they own'd to this Miniſter, that F. Girard ex. 
cuſed them from Oral Prayer, e&#c. when  Allemande con- 
feſs'd both to M. Giraud and M. Gadelbert, another Miniſter 
of the Carhedral, as they declar'd ar their Confronting, 
that under F. Girard's Dire&ion ſhe not only never pray'd, 
but was likewiſe unable to pray, which are ſo many ſpe- 
citick Marks of Owietiſm, what leſs ſuſpicious or better- 


inſtructed Witneſles can one employ againſt him? Can one. 


Judge better of a Direor's Morals, than by what he teaches 
his Penitents, and makes them practiſe ? Does not P .Alle- 


 mande, by her Depoſition, confirm what ſhe faid to theſe 


two Miniſters? See the Compleat Caſe, pag.95, 97. 
The Defendant ſays in his'Memorial, Part I. p. 72. that 


he remembers that when PAllemande's Depolition was 


read to him, on their being confronted, ſhe depoſes, That 


| he had always exhorted her to do her utmoſt, to overcome 


the Difficulties ſhe met with in praying: if it be fo, how 
comes it that he does not cite the Terms of Þ Allemande's 


* Depoſition? But let us then add theſe Terms. Suppoſe 


for .a moment that Þ Allemande has depos'd, that when, 
under his Direction, ſhe fell into an Inability of pray- 
ing; he had exhorted her to do her utmoit to overcome 


the Difficulties ſhe met with therein; and that ſhe he- 
ving anſ{wer'd that ſhe could not overcome them, he had 


added, That *twas ſufficient to be united to God, and that 
ene Look towards him might put an end to all our Barren- 
neſs : Would not this afford two more Proofs of Quieriim? 
The firſt is, that it F. Girard had exhorted her to try t9 
ſurmount the Difficulties ſhe met with in praying, ſhe 
muſt be, by his own Confeſſion, incapable of Prayer, _ 
The ſecond is, that according to the Principles of Owu7e- 


tiſm laid down by the famous Author of this Herely, in 


his Book cal!''d the Spiritual Guide, there are ſeveral de- 
grees thro' which ſuch Confeſlors as are Owietiſts make 
their Penitents paſs, before they make them leave off Oral 
Prayer, and adviie them ro the paſſive Contemplation, 
which they call the internal Solitude.

None but a guilty Feſuir would take the Liberty to 
quarrel with his Adverſary's Advocate, and inveigh virus 
lently againſt him, fo far as to ſay, that Prejudice had eraſed 
all Notions of Juſtice and Charity from his Mind, Asif 
_ the Proof of his Crimes, founded upon his own Letters 
and Confeſſion, could paſs for the Effe& of Prejudice 
againſt him; and [a Cadiere's Advocate was not fully con- 
'vinced thereof in common with the Pablick, and all thoſe 
who will not renounce the Uſe of their Reaſon. But it 
ſuch a raſh Behaviour may paſs for a Feſuitical Privilege, 
at leaſt the Perſon who ſubſcribes his Name to his Meme- 
#:al, and thereby renders himſelf reſponſable for all it con- 
tains, ought to have blotted out all that is contrary to the 
Rules of rhe Bar, before he figned it. But let us return to 
the Obje&tion of the Accuſed, and ſhow how trifling it 1s. 
Does not the Defendant, who promiſed at the begin- 


ning of his Mer*vial to obſerve th- Rules of Charity fo Þ 


inviolably, and who claims them ſo earneſtly in his own 
behalf, treſpaſs againſt them himſelf, when he condemns 
the honourable Vitits of Men converſant in the World, as 
the Eft=&s of ar. unlawful Paſſion? Far from complaining 
of ia Czdiere's Advocate, 1or his comparing the Inter- 
courſe of a Man of the World with that of a Director, and 
calling it odious, and tar from pretending that the VLlits 
of a Man of the World can only be made with an evil 
Delign, and that thoſ of a Confeſlor are pure and free from 
all Suſpicion: may not we teil him, on the contrary, that 
the Aſſiduitics 'of a young Man with a ſingle Woman may

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that he ſpeaks here contrary to Truth, when he an 
that-ſhe never had been to ſee him; and far from the Pro. 
ceedure's proving that ſhe had not been there, it proves that 
ſhe went thither daily from April 1729, to the end of Ny- 
vember, when ſhe began to be poſleſsd. He likewile fays, 
that from the time of her poſleflion, when he went & 
frequently to vitit her, he always carried with him either 
another Tejult, or the Abbe Cadiere. But is not this con- 
tradifted vy the Proceedings, and by his Anſwer to the 
82d Interrogatory, where he owns that he went alone, 
wirhout another 7eſzit, to Ia Cadiere's Chamber, and lock'd 
himlelf therein? And if ſometimes he affected to have 
the Abbe Cadtere call hinz, and accompany him, *twas only 
ro the Street-door; after which he ſent him back to ais 
S:udies, and ſhut himſelf up alooe with his Penitent. 
Laftly, the Excuſes he makes tor his Viſits to her at 
the Convent are very trivolous. The part ſhe aed there 
was only what he made her act by poſſeſſion ; the cauſe 


whereof he knew very well, as he allows, and is proved 


by his Letters. In effect, he never was there at any of 
theſe Fits; neither were the pretended Prodigies that hap- 
pen'd to her a more plauſible pretence, ſince he knew 
that ir all proceeded only from Poſſeſlton ; and beſides ſhe 
gave him an account thereot in her Letters, wherefore he 
had no need of taking journeys thither to be inform'd 
of them ; neither needed he have gone thither to force her 
to ruin Nun againſt her will, as is proved by his Letters; tor 
far from being a commendable Act of DireCtion, it was a 
very condemnable Abuſe; and 'tis p'ainly ſeen that this 
proceeded from no other Motive, but the fear that this 
Myſtery cf Iniquity wou'd one day be revealed if ſhe left 
the Monaſtery, or at leaſt that ſhe wou'd leave his Direc- 
tion. Neither was it to confeſs her, that he took the! 
trequenr Trips; for beſides that ſhe might have made uie 
of the Conteifor of the Convenr, it is ſo far from true, 
that he went thither twice. or thrice a week to confels 


| her, that by his Aniwer to the 149th Interrogatory, hz 


aprees thar he lcfr off confeſling her from the 12th of 4t 
guſi 1730, altho* he continued to vilit her till the 16th 0! 
September following, All the Pretences therefore which i 
2licdycs tor his Jounevs are falſe; and it is but roo evident 
that it vs not the Charity of Diretion which made Rim

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for this he paſs'd whole Days with her, either at the Par- 
Iaur, or the Gra:e of the Choir, where he lock'd himielf 
in alone with her, as we have proved in the Compleat Caſe 
by ſeveral Witnefles, and even by his own Confeflion. 
The ſecond Proof is taken from his continual Correſpondence 
by Letter. When F. Girard had plac'd his Penitent in the 
Convent of St. Clare art Ollionles, not content with going 
to ſee her twice or thrice a week, and pailing teveral 


Hours, and even whole Days with her alone in che Pir- 


lour, and at the Grate of the Choir, as he agrees by his 
Anſwer to the 125th Interrogatory; he likewile wrore 
her Letters every day, as is prov'd by rhar of 7aly 22,1730, 
wherein he ſays, This, my ear Child, is the third Letter 
in three Days. And adds at the end, This Letter tells you, 


that youu are always in arrears, and are in danger of wever 
being out of debt unleſs you write. twice a day. 


The Accuſed in pag. 15. of his Diſcourſe, prefix'd to 
the ColleEtion of Letters, where nothinz is wanting but 
Truth, which is the Defe& rhat runs through all his Ans 
\wers in general, {ays, that there were bur nine or ten 
mors, belides the 16 Letters that he his produccd of thoſe 
he had written: to {a Cadiere, and thar he has them nor, 
and ſhe did not ſend them back ; wherefore he chailenves 
ner to produce them, efpecialty thoſe of the 20th and 21{4 
ot Futy, and aihirms that ſhe only conceals them in order to put 
in 1; Conltruction on that of the 22d; that is to ſay, he 
ſterts that he wrote but 26 Letters to {a Cadzere, and ſhe 
nas kept nine or -ten, 

Bur theſe are two evident Impoſtures, which muſt on] 
incenle-the Judges, and the Publick acainſt him. In the 
tft place, how dares he fay, that during the three Months 
and a half that /a Cadiere ſtaid in the Convent ar Ollioules, 
be wrote but twenty-lix Letters, when he allows by his 
titer of July 22, that he ſent her one evcry Day, and 
that his Penitent. could nor overtake him, unlcts ſhe 
Wrote twice a Gay. | | 

2. He complains in moſt of his Letters, that ſhe 7414 not 
write to hin often enough ; and. we fee in la Cadiere's 
Letter of Fily'25, which is in Anſwer to his of the 224, 
:hac ſhe excuies her{ilf, by reaſon that her continual Sut- 
erings (which were her Fits of Poſleſtion. wherest ſhe

£.5 911. Re 1s the Author) would not permit her to an- 
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ſwer him exact!y, and owns ſhe was very much in Ar. 
rears. See Part 1I. of his Memorial, p. 67. which prove, 
very plainly that Father Girard had written more Letter 
to ia Cadiere, than ſhe had ſent him. | | 
Nevertheleſs the Accuſed, in his general RefleC&ions at 
the Head of the Manuſcript of Letters, which he ar fir 
diſperſed amongſt his Friends, and which now is in the 
hands of every body, confeſled, that beſides thoſe of 1a Ca- 


 diere's Letters which he had produced, he had till feve- 


Ta! more, but that he could not ſhow them, becauſe they 
had ſome relation to her Confeſſions; theſe are the Terms 
of this Manuſcript. Although Father Girard has other 
Letters from 1a Cadiere, which being produced, might prove 
his Innocence yet more clearly ; nevertneleſs, as he was her 
Confeſſor, and theſe Letters relate in ſome meaſure to her 
Confeſſions, he would no: produce them. And as by the 
Compieat Caje we have proved, that [a Cadtere's Letters 
did not relate in the leaſt to her Confeſſions, and we have 
challenged him to produce thoſe which he own'd he til 
had, he now has the baſe D:ſhoneſty to deny that he has 
any more than he has produced. Nevertheleſs his Manu- 
ſcript of Letters is itil in the hands of the Publick, and 
is a Witneſs which loudly vouches the contrary, and which 
Publiſhes thar he ſti!l has 1n his poſſeſſion a great number 
of la Cadiere's Letters, belides thoſe he has ſhown, and it 
is very certain that ſhe had written above 60, although 
ſhe was always very much in his Debt. He mult there- 
fore have wruten to la Cadiere ſeveral Letters more than 
the 26 which he owns; bur what leſs {uipicious, or more 
inconteſtable Proof can we have that he wrote daily to his 
Penitent, than his Letter of Fuly 22. | 

Now we ask the Accuſed, what Motive one can al- 
cribs: for a Director's frequenting 1o atliduouſily his young 
and handſome Penitents, and writing to them every day, 
eſp:ciaily a Diieftor who 1s a Feſuit, and whom bis 1[n- 
ftitutes cnjoin 1{o ſeverety not to trequent Women, or 
write to them 5 mulierexinvijſere aut ad eas ſcrivere ncſiros 
non ſinat. Is that the Behaviour of a Coniciior or a Lover? Is 
it for nothing that a Fejwiz doubly infringes his 1nf{itures, 
which are the only Laws he reſpects? 

As for the laſt, the Accuſed mult have renounced 3! 
ihame;, to dare to fay ar preſent, that tae other Letters which 
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he had written, beſides the 16 which he has produced, 
amongſt which are thoſe of the 2oth and 21ft of 7uly, 
which are fo clearly proved to have been written by tneic 
Words, This is the third Letter in three Days, were dC- 
tain'd by {a Cadiere, when ſhe delivered the others ia 
la Gravier in Auguſt 1730. and to dare chailenge her to 
bring them out, when he knows very well that ſhe de- 
jivercd them ail in general ro [a Graviey, except that Ct 
Fuly 22, which by a fort of Miracle was not in tae Box 
with al the reſt. Now to ſhow that Ia Cadiere his no: 
detained the other Letters written to her by F. Girard, and 


which he refuſes ro bring forth, it will be ſufficient to 


make this Dilemma, Either theſe Letters were lise tar 
of Faly 22, or like thoſe which he has recompoiſed, It 
they were like thoſe which he has recompoi-d, wiy 
thou'd ſhe have kept them, ſince he alledges no other rea- 
lon for this pretended Detention, but her detizn'ng to 
1:ke uſe of them againſt him? If they were iike that 
of the 224 offfwly, eſpecially thoſe of the 2oth and 217, 
as that of the 22d leaves no room to doubt, wouid not 
{ia Cidiere have brought them forth, if ſhe had had them, 

tince they would have been {o much to her adyinrage? 
In ſhort, what puts it out of queſtion, that {a Caazere 
delivered all the Letters in general to /a Gravier waich i16 
wu from F. Girard, excepting that of Futiy 22, which 
was not in her Box, is, that he agrees that ſhe hal the 
Honeſty and Simplicity to deliver to [a Gravier all tne 
Papers in general that happencd to be: in the Box, even to 
the Minutes of her own Letters. The Reaton why he 
does not produce them is, becauſe they are as venoinous, 
or even more, than that of Fly 22. Bur, ſome will fay, 
could not he have recompoled them, as well as thoſe 
which he has brought forth? That is true, but as for 
thoſe, he had recompoſed them ſome time ago, and did 
not then compoſe the others anew, becauſe he did not thiuk 
that we ſhould demand them to be produced, as we did 
in the Compleat Caſe ; and afterwards he was afraid that their 
being new tranſcribed would be proved by the Freſhneſs 
of the Character: Wherefore he thought thar his beſt way 
was to affirm contrary to Truth, and all Probability, that 
lic had not returned them. What does a Lye colt thole, 

who have ſworn not to ſpeak the Truth? 
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The third Proof is taken from the Nature of F. Girard'; 
Letters, We have ſhown in the Compleat Caſe, that thoſe 
ot F. Girard's Letters which he has prodaced, have been 
compoſed a-new, but that we ought to judge of the Na- 
ture of thote by that of Frly 22, which 1s full of paſſionate 
ard tender Expreſſions; and that the Letter which he 
Elade [a Gaiol write to [3 Cadiere, Auguſt 30. 1730. proves 
his Inteliigence with his Penitent, and that Ia Guiol was 
their Contdante. OT 

The Acculed thinks proper to obſerve a profound Si- 
zeance as to his Letter of Faly22, the moſt critical Parts 
waereaf he dares not arrempr to expiain. He has been 
GDliged to ater almoſt all the Notes which he had mzde 
upon this Letter, in ti's Manuſcript of the ſaid Letters, 
leaving only three or tour which are inlipid and ridicu- 
ious, becauſe we have proved in our Comp:eat Caſe, that 
ihe others. which he had ſubjoined, added ftiil more to 
his Conviction, and viithout knowing wiat to anſwer to 
our Proofs of the recompoſing his Letters, he contents 
himſ-!f with ſaying, that the bare Peruſal of thera will un- 
deceive Mankind, &c. See PartI. of his Memorial, page 
118. He adds, in the Diſcourſe prefix'd to the Letters, 
that ro judge of their Innocence, 'tis ſufficient to com- 
Pare them with {a Cadiere's, and that her Letter of Faly 
25, Wiici 1s in Anſwer to his of the 22d, 1s enough t0 
ſhow there is no Venom therein ; with ſeveral other Ex- 
cuſes, to prove they were not recompoſed, for which {ce 
Part II. of his Memorial, pap. 12,13. EE 

But, how weak are all his Endeavours! For, 1. Tis 
certain we cannot judge of the Malignity of the Accuſed's 
Letters, by thoſe of Ia Cadiere, for this evident reaſon : 
Tf ſhe had written her Letters herſelf, and had diſcloſed 
her Heart therein without Conſtraint, ard in Secreſy, in 
that caſs we might have judged of F. Girard's Letters by 
hers. But when 'tis proved and agreed, that ſhe only dic- 
tated her Letters to her Brothers, that the Dominican firſt 
wrote th-m from her Mouth, and that the Abbe tran- 
{crib'd them, ir muſt be owned that ſhe was obliged to 
purify her Expreſſions and Sentiments extremely, and that 


her Brothers would not have been capable of letting Ex-

innocent at that time, though they now appear to be full 
of Malignity, after the Diſcovery of this Myſtery of Ini- 
quiry, becauſe ſhe conceal'd it from them with rie ut- 
moſt Care; and he had forbid her mentioning it, evea ro 
tke Confeſlor of the Nunnery, in caie ſhe ſhouid conteis

For this reaſon he ſent her a Form of Confeſſion, with 
an order not to fſiy any thing more ro another Directer, 
as is proved by the Proceedings. Whar leaves no corn 
to doubt of this Truth, is, that although his Letter of 
74: 22, 15 full of the moſt pafſionate Sentiments, 2nd he 
Cares Not attempt to excuic the moſt obnoxious Piatcs by 
any Comment whatioever; yet a Cadiere's Letter of 7rely

is very moderate and free from Suſpicion, except thef: 
Lines. T expect you impatiently, to ſatisfy the Longiug 108 
haye to ſee me. Be in no concern for my Bi*flings, thy are 
entirely devoted to you ; come as ſoon as poſjivie, and [iis;y 
your little Curioſity ; but upon condition, that my £1975 !/1:08 
ſhall make Compenſation, once for all, for your tronbie, and 
that you ſhall not reckon any more ſo exatiily with me for 
te future. Perhaps my Ozedience will give you oceayion to 
ferracs your little Reproaches on that Head, Tice Terms 
tzem'd then innocent ro her Brothers, {o much were they 
binded with the Opinion of tho pretended Sanctity of the 
Accuſed, which they had entertained in common with rhe 
Putlick; nor would their Malignity have been diicove ed even 
now, but by all the other Proofs which pubi:th this c:mmnal 
Corretpondence. Hence it follows, that the Acca;eu can- 
not fay, on one hand, that if there had been ary farm in his 
Letters, [a Cadiere's Brothers muſt have been his Accompiices;

of his Morals, his Intentions, and his Holineſs, ( for thus 
does he fooliſhly extol himſelf) would he have demange!

If a meer Chance, without any fault in 
la Cadiere, had been the occaſion of this Journal's becom- 
ing publick, as, for inſtance, if through Carelcflneſs ſhe 
had left her Chamber, or her Box open; then he is not 
content with ordering her to be more circumſpe for the 
future, to avoid the like misfortune a ſecond time, bur 
irrevocably loſes all Confidence in her, and inſiſts on her 
ſending back all his Letters and Papers, Bur: if, on the 
contrary, ſhe through AﬀeCtation and Deceir had ſhown

This 1s the true and only Reaſon which made 
him ſend for his Letters with ſo much Earneſtneſs about 
the End of Azgn/t 1730, and 1s a plain Proof that they 
were of the iame Nature with that of Fly 22, and that 
he has compoſed thole a-new which he now produces. 
ae third Proof is founded upon this ; that *ris juſtify'd 
by the Proceedings that Father Girard wrote two forts of 
Letters to {a Cadiere; that he wrote ſome to her full of 


Mo ality, to paſs/Muſter, which he fign'd, and affected to 


make. pais through the hands of the Avbeſs ; and others 
which were ftuil of Love and Tenderneiſs, which he did 
not {i9n, and were to be delivered immediately into his 
Penitent's Hands. This Difference is proved not only by 
the Letters of Fuly 22, and Sepremoer 15, (the firſt whereof, 
which was tull of Love, is not tign'd, and the other, which 
is of another Nature, is ſubſcribed by the Acculcd,) but 
alſo by Witneſſes, and eſpecially [a Batarelle, who fays, 
in her confronting with F. Cadiere, that ſhe carried at 
one time three Letters from F. Girard to the Convent of 
St.Clare at Ollioules, whereof one was for the Avbeſs, and 
the two others for [a Cadiere; and that of the two laſt 
ſhe delivered the one to the Abveſs, (which was the indit- 
rent Letter) and the other directly ro Ia Cadiere, which 
was the Billet-doux, The Accuſed has not been able to 
find any Anſwer to this Proof, 

Tae fourth Proof of his Letters being compoſed a-new, 
is taken from the i nfinite Difference between the Letters 
he has produced, and that of Fuly 22. The firſt are the 
ſerious Letters of a ſpiritual Dire&or, or at leaſt of one 
who endeavours to appear ſo, and they are ſubſcribed ; 
the other, on the contrary, is the wanton, gallant, and 
paſſionate Letrer oi a carnal Dire&or and Lover, and it 1s not 
fubfcribed, Let bur this Letter be compared to the others, 
and it will be ſeen that there is as much difference as be-

quires it. | 
1 have a great Longing to fee you again, and to ſee all ; 
you know I only ack what is my own, and 'tis a long time ſince 
I have ſeen any thing but by halves. It he look'd upon 
his Devotee's Perſon or Heart as his own, he was the Poſ- 
ſeſfor of it, and he thought he had a right to ſay , 
after having told her, in the beginning of his Letter, that 
ſhe was the entire Miſtreſs of his Heart. Was this great 
Longing to ſee his dear Devotee, with whom nevertheleſs 
he had bur juſt before ſpent whole Days at the Grate, the 
Effect only of the moderate Charity of his DireCtion, or 
of an impetuous Love, which makes the Abſence of a 
Day ſeem as tedious as a Month, and ſometimes as a Year?

If he had ſpoken of a Hul- 
band and a Wife, and had deſigned to preicribe to them 
all the Duties of the Conjugal Union, what could he fay 
more emphatical, than, zt 7s juſt every Thing ſhould go 
HaLves? How well do thoſe Terms expreſs that Con- 
currence of Sentiments, AfﬀeCtions, and Hearts! And do 
not theſe Words, join'd to what go before them, ex- 
preſs very well that inceſtuous Commerce that was be- 
tween them ? 


I know well that you will grow diſcreet at laſt ; ſo many 


Graces, and ſo much Counſel will not be loſt. You are an 
Inconſiant, 'twould be much worſe if you ſhould turn Glut- 
t03,—— Good Night, my dear Child, can you decypher my 
ſcraw!.

\ Caſe; dozs he take her Advocate for a Feſwit? We defy 
\ kim to prove that one material Word has been alter'd or 
L 3 added 
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added in any of the Depoſitions, cited in Ttalzck in the, 
Compleat Caſe. If it is ſo, why don't he cite them, ſince 
he has a Copy of the whole Procecdings ? But that is a 
Talent unknown to Advocates, and reſerved for Feſuits, 
as we ſhall ſhow in a moment: Let us return to the Ob- 
JeRtion. TR 

He allows at firſt almoſt all the Circumſtances depoſed 
by theſe two Lay-Siſters, he even owns all, except the 
Terms of embracing and kiſſing; he even confeſles the 
Fats immediately fjubſequent, but would perſuade us, 
that if his Face was not only near, but even cloſe to that 
of his Devotee, he did not kiſs her, but that his being 
deaf on one fide, forced him to ſtoop ſo cloſe.

In efte&, 'tis proved by the Pro- 
ceedings, that it was then between five and fix on the 7th 
of Faly, and that he was to return to Toxion, which he 
did, We leave it therefore to be judged, whether 'tis 
then very dark. Beſides, 1. How came he to confeſs on 
both fides in this City (A4ix?) Has he loſt the Uſe of his 
right Ear at Toulon, or is this an auxiliary Deafneſs, that 
comes at command? Bur ler us grant him to be deaf on 
the right fide, why did not he turn his left Ear, the heay- 
ing whereof he had preſerved to a Nicety?

As to the ſecond Pretence, it is founded only upon a 
Specimen of the Accuſed's Eloquence, He has made no 
{cruple of adding theſe Words, in 1zalick, to the Lady de 
Guerin's Depoſition: In the midſt whereof the Devil was 
undeubrted'y playing his Gambols. In any other this would 
be a Crimen falſe, which deſerves the utmoſt Severity of 
the Law and Statutes: Here, for this once, we ſhall only 
look upon it as a Feſuitical Licence ; but we fore-warn 
him, that if ever he does the like again, we will make 
him undergo the Severity of the Law. He males no 
Exception againſt 1/abella de Prat ; and all he objects a- 
gainlt Lucretia Materonne, is, that ſhe is Siſter to Mary- 
Anne, who has charged him ſo home; and as to Mary- 
Anne, he ſays, 1.

| by his unjuſt and outragious Accedit ? 
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Father Girard affirms, that none but ſuſpicious Wir. 
neſies would fay, that he took ſuch criminal Liberties with 
his Penitent; how can he advance ſuch a thing, when he 
himſeif owns Liberties that are more criminal? As to the 
other pretended RefleQtions which the Accuſed has made 
at the beginning of this Proof of Inceſt, we will not 4+ 
mule ourſelves here in refuring them, both becauſe we 
have done it elſewhere, 'and becauſe Juſtice regards no 
vain Reaſonings, but only ſolid Proofs and Arguments.

By his 
Anſwer to the eighty-third Interrogatory, he owns his 
being lock'd up with her eight or nine times, which is 
{afficient for his Conviction, 4. We have proved by a great 
number of authentick Paſſages, that when a Man is lock'd 
up with a Woman, he is. thereby look'd upon to have 
enjoy'd her; and it is a Preſumprion, jzris e de jure, of 
Adultery, Inceſt, or Fornication. a 

The Accuſed dares not conteſt this Maxim ; but endes- 
yours to evade it by a thouſand frivolous Arguments, 
which fignify nothing; for which ſee Part I. of his Me- 
morial, page 100,101. *Tis true, that Mademoiſelle Hermitt 
does not diſtinzuiſh the time that the Door was lock'd, trom 
the time that it was only ſhut cloſe. Bur the Abbeſs, the 
Miſtreſs of the Novices, the Lady de Guerin, and Ia Ma- 
teronne, make this diſtinction in their Re-examinattons, 
and fay, that from nine tili Noon the Door was lock'd on 
_ the Inſide, and from Noon to four it was only ſhut clole; 
which ſhews that the Accuſed, according to cuſtom, ſpeaks 
contrary to truth, when he ſays, that it'was lock'd but 4 
very ſhort time, an that on the Out-ſide. And during 
the three Hours that he was lock'd up alone with Þ:

But, in good earneſt, are theſe Pretences for being fo 
often lock'd up in a young Woman's Chamber ? For, 
1. Do the Canons and the Inſtitutes of the Feſuits make 
2 Diſtinction between great and little Chambers, thoſe 
which are near the Stairs, and thoſe which are not? Do 
they ailow Confeſſors to be lock'd in with their Penitents, 
when a Chamber 1s little, or on the Stair-head ? Is the 
Devil of Uncleanneſs leis to be fear'd at that time? Have 
they not abſolutely prohibited Conteſlors locking them- 
ſeives in a Woman's Chamber ? And what Inconvenience 
would there have been, if they who went up or down, 
had ſeen them in the Chamber?

on pretence of being a Witneſs thereof, and only with a | 


view of abuſing her, (for it was not 1a Cadiere who had 
foretold this to him, but he to her ;) and afterwards when 
he has perpetrated all forts of Villanies upon her, pretend 
to ſay it was to be witneſs of a Miracle? If ſuch a Pre- 
tence were allow'd, debauch'd Confeſſors would ſoon make 
their young Penitents work Miracles in abundance.

This Proof is the more inlur- 
Mountable, if we conſider that this Diretor was paſſion- 
ately in love with his Penitent, as is proved by his Letter 
of Fuly 22, and 1a Guiol's of Auguſt 30; and that he 15 
convicted of having embraced and kifled her even in rhe 
Church ; for if the Holineſs of that Place, and the real

We have yet ſeveral more Witnefſes who give 2 particu» 
lar Account of all the Lewdneſs he was guilty of with his 
Penitent, both in her Chamber at Toxlon, and in the Par- 
Tour at Ollioules : But as theſe ſame Witneſſes depoie like- 
wiſe Fats relating to the Abortion, to avoid Repetition, 
we think we ought to refer their Evidence to that Read;

of God operate, which ſhe would not do, and the pretended 
Miracle did not take place. Depoſes again, that ſhe heard 
the ſaid Cadiere ſay, that God having revealed to la Guiol 
the Diſovedience of her the ſaid Cadiere, ſhe was puniſhed 
by the Diſcipline which the Father Reitor enjoined her, and 
gave her himſelf in ker Chamber ; adding moreover, that 
ſhe heard the ſaid Cadiere ſay, that during the time of her 
Pains and Cholicks, ſhe voided a fort of Maſs of Fleſh, turn'd 
into Blood, which ſhe ſhow'd the F, Reftor, and. which he car- 
ry'd to the Window and examin'd ; which things being heard 
by the Deponent, oblig'd her to ask 1a Cadiere, if ſhe had in- 


 form'd nobody thereof; to which" ſhe anſwer'd, that ſhe had 


told it to la Guiol, who made her no other Anſwer, than to 
burſt into a Laughter. | 
This Depoſition proves that the Accuſed abuſed his Pe- 
nirenr when ſhe was in her Extaſtes, becauſe that ſhe found 
his Hand in her Neck when ſhe came out of one; it 
proves that he gave her the Diſcipline; ir proves that [a 


 Cadiere voided a Maſs of Fleſh, which F. Girard: went to 


the Window to examine; it proves that the Accuſed, in 
concert with his Confidante, impoſed upon this poor young 
Woman, becauſe F. Girard told {a Guiol of la Cadiere's 
pretended Diſobedience, and la Gro! made her believe that 
Godihad reveal'd it to her; it proves likewiſe that when la 
Cadtere acquainted Ia Guiol, whom the Accuſed had given 
her as a Confidante, with all that he did to her, ſhe only 
lavgh'd art it. 

Magdalen Allemand depoſes, That after 1a Cadiere's re- 
urn from Ollioules, and after the firſt Exerciſms made by 
F. Nicholas, by the Biſhop's Order, at her Country Houſe, 
which is in St. Antony's Larter, and ſome time before the 
Proſecution began, la Cadiere ſent for this Deponent to her 


: Houſe, 
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Hole, and ſaid to her in Friendſhip and Confidence ; Child, 
1 am glad to tell you, that all that you have ſeen in mg 
was only Illuſion and Impoſiure, and has quite ceaſed ſince 
the Exorciſms of F. Nicholas. That, in effed, f4 ſhow'd 
her her Hands, where there dia not ſo much as remain the 
Scars, nor aity Marks of the Stigmata, which ſhe had ſeen 
formerly upon the back of the ſaid Cadiere's Hands, with a 
Scab, not having ſeen the Palms of her Hands. Farther 
ſays, that la Cadiere 70d her, that being in her Chamber, 
and depriv'd of her Senſes, when ſhe came to herſelf, ſhe found 
herſelf fitting upon the Ground, and F. Girard ſitting behind 
her, with one Hand upon her Side, within her Stays, whith 
be probably had unlaced ; and that being come to herſelf, 
he bid her lace herſelf. Says moreover, that la Cadiere told 
her, that being alone in her Chamber with F. Girard, being 
eated in a Chair, and F. Girard in another over-againſt her, 
ſhe was feiz'd with an Extaſy, but that finding herſelf puff 4 
up with a Seutiment of Vanity, ſhe took hold of the Chair, 
and endeavour'd to reſiſt it ; but F. Girard, on the contrary, 
world have her let go her hold, and order'd her to give way 
ro the Extaſy, and that in this Diſpute the Moment of the 
Extaſy expired. Says farther, That la Cadiere told hey the 
ſame Day, that la Guiol being at Church at Prayers, waz 
informed by an Apparition of Jeſus Chriſt, hat ſhe, Cadiere, 
had withſlood the Grace of this Extaſy, and that the ſaid 
Guiol reproach'd F. Girard therewith, who came next Day 
to the ſaid Cadiere, and entering her Chamber iu a great 
Paſſion, gave her ill Words for having withſtood this Extaſy, 
and to puniſh her, order'd her to undreſs herſelf, which ſl 
would not ; and after ſome Conteſts about it, fell into a Suſe 
penſhon of all her Faculties, and ovey'd him, like a Child, 
and ſtript herſelf ſtark naked, having even pull'd off her 
Shift, and that then F. Girard, having a Diſcipline in his 
Hand, laſh'd her therewith, after which he made her driſs 
herſelf; and that F. Girard approaching her, unbutton'd 
himſelf, and that ſhe being upon her Bed, F. Girard laid his 
Side upon her, and that ſhe, Cadiere, knew not whether F. 
Girard did not enjoy her. Says moreover, That 1a Cadiere 
zold her, that ſhe being indiſpoſed with her divine Sickncſs, 
F. Girard came regularly to ſee her thirteen Days together, 
and lock'd himſelf in her Chamber, and making her lie down 
on ihe ſide of the Bed, and emoracing her with one Fly 
. HCR 
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ſuck'd the Mound ia her Side; that for a Fortnight F. Girard 


viited |a Cadiere, and ſent the Servant for ſceme Water and 
met her upon the Stairs and took it from her, which Water 
was very ill taſted, not knowing what he put therein, That | 
the ſaid Cadiere likewiſe told her, that havins had 4 diſ- 
charge of Blood, F. Girard bid her keep her Camber ; and 
that one Day having taken the Chamber-Pot and woided 
Blood therein, F. Girard went to the Window to examine 1t, 
Says moreover, that 1a Cadiere alſo told her that F. Girard 
took her Hands, which he laid upon his Side under his Habit. 
Says farther, that la Cadiere told wer that almoſt every Nigckt 
before ſhe went into the Confeſſionary, F. Girard embraced 
and kiſs'd her, after which they went into the Con: /Jjonary. 
Says that la Cadiere alfo told her, that F. Girard had k:\s'd 
her Breech, and that as ſoon as he came into her Room, he 
put his Hand in her Roſom, which made her fall into an en- 
tire Sujpenſ:on of her Senſes, ſo that ſhe knew nothing of woat 
bappen'd to her, only that ſhe felt Pains like the Cholick, 
Says farther, that la Cadiere told her that once or twice be- 
ng in Bed, F. Girard had uncover'd her, and ſaid I iee nyv- 

thing. and then drew 6þ:n the Window-Curtains to ſce. 
_ La Batarelle depoſes the ſame Fats. Tis is an Account 
of part of the Obſcenitizs committed by this Director vp- 
on bis Devotee, We ſhall make no Reflz&tions upon tacte 
two Depoſitions, both b-cauſe the Facts contain'd therein 
we to) manifeſt to have need of a Commencary, and be- 
cauſe 'tis ce: ouvh to have tranſ{er bd them into this Me- 
morial, which we did nor dare to do in our firſt, without 
detaininz the Mind any longer by Reflections upon Facts 
which Modeſty would conceal from it; Animus refuzir. 
We ſhall be farisfv'd therefore with making he1e two Ob-. 
fervations, which ſhow the Weight theſe Depoſition: ought 
to have, and that they are abſolutely free from Suſpicion, 
Firſt, Ia Cadiere told all theſe Facts ro theſe Wirneſles,

Diſcharge of Blood; this Pot of Blood, which he owns 
70 have been ſhown him ; his Variation concerning this 
Por; his Confeſſion of having diſſu2ded her Mother 
from ſending for Phyſicians ; his asking the Abveſs, 
and the Miſtreſs of the Novices, the firſt time he ſaw 'em, 
it 1a Cadiere had loſt no Blood; the Joy that breaks out 
in his Letter of Zuly 30, on the news of the return of his 
' Penitent's Menſes ; all thoſe Witneſſes to whom ſhe own'd, 
in a time not to be ſ{uſp:&ed, the criminal Liberties he 
had taken with her, and theſe Facts of Abortion; all the

ornation, that in order to encourage her, they tell her in 
this Letter, Fear nothing for your own part, you ſhall not

Accordingly, the Accuſed knows ſo well that this Let- 
ter is a Proof of this Subornation, that he ſticks to 
ſaying, thar it 'was intercepted.

has made four N#ns, his own and Father Savbatier's Peni- 


tents, depoſe falſely, that Magdalen Pauquet told them 
la Cadiere was lock'd wp, at her Uncle's, with the Prior 
of the Carmelites ; when this Madgalen Pauquet, on being 
examin'd, denied her having ever faid ſuch a Word. 

Far be it from us to loſe time in refuting the falſe Rea- 
ſonings alledged by the Accuſed, to make it be believed, 
that there has been a Subornation of our fide; we defy him 
not only to prove it, but even that any one ever offered 
to ſuborn Evidence againſt the Feſuits, and yet more, that 
ever they had a criminal Proceſs, wherein they did not 
uſe Subornation. | 

As to the Plot which he would palm upon la Cadzere, 


| her B:others, and the Prior of the Carmelites, *tis the moſt. 


ridiculous Forgery in the World; to overthrow which, we 
need only make three Obſervations. Firſt, that one muſt 
renounce common Senſe to believe, that a young Woman, 
of a very repurable Family, and with a conſiderable For- 
tune, who had the Character not only of a Woman of 
Virtue, but even of a Saint, would form ſuch an extra- 
vagant Defign, as to pick a Quarrel with a Feſutt, with 
no other view, but to diſhonour herſelf for ever. None . 
but a Feſuit would be capable of aflerting ſuch a monſtrous 
Abſurdity. BF, | 
Secondly, That ſhe did not prefer her Complaint in 
Court voluntarily, or reveal this Myſtery of Intquity thro' 
wantonneſs, but was forced to. it by the Chancellor, upon 
Oath, CE 
The laſt is, that Father Girard cannot fay that this Ac- 
culation is the Effect of a Combinarion againſt him, be- 
cauſe he is convicted of all the Crimes wherewith he is 
charged, not only by a Cloud of unexceptionable Witneſſes, 
but by his own Conteſſion. There remains now only to 
reture ſome wretched Objections uſed by. the Feſuits in 
fo.liciting this Caaſe, in ordcr to circumvent the Equity | 
ot O1Tr udpes, | | | 
Firſt, they ſay, that it 1s for the Intereſt and Honour 
of the Society, which is a very venerab'e Body, that Fa- 
ther Girard ſhould be abſoly'd, let him be never fo guilty. 
But, in the fiſt place, it was in the Soctety's Power 
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ful Myſtery in eternal Oblivion, and not have forced this 
| young Woman, againſt her Will, to reveal it. They need only 
have accepted the Medium propoſed by M. Chaudon, and 
not refuſe it, and anſwer, that it was not Father Girard's, 
bur the Society's Aﬀair, and that rhey would have a 
Decree. +1, | | 

In the ſecond place, rhe Crimes of a private Perſon in- 
| yure the Order no farther, than they approve them, by pro- 

teCting their guilty Member. *Tis even in the power of 
the Order to acquire new Glory from thence, by diſowning 
the Criminal, and puniſhing the Crime. Every one knows, 
that numerous Bodies are not all compoſed of Angels, and 
thar amidſt a great number, there are always ſome that are 
weak or wicked. This 1s not the firſt Member that the 
Law has puniſhed, without the Order's ſuffering in their 
| Reputation. Actions are perſonal, and the Shame, as well 
as the Puniſhment, falls only upon the guilty ; para ſequi- 
tur Reum. This is even the Principle of the Feſuits a- 
gainſt the Order of the Carmelites and Dominicans. 

Bur ſuppoſe, for once, that it is the Intereſt of the S0- 
ciety to have the Accuſed abſolyed, is it not enough tha: 
it 1s more the Intereſt of Religion to have him puniſhed? 
And which ought to prevail, the Society or Religion ? 
W hat Parallel! Is the Order of Dominicans and Carmelites 
leſs concerned for the Honour of their Members who are 
ſo innocent ? 
Secondly, the Feſwits ſay, that it is the {King's Will 

that Father Girard ſhould be found innocent. If they had 
 Impoled on the King's Juſtice, and thereby obtained a Re- 
{cript in his favour, the King, by the Example of a great 
Roman Emperor, would tell you, Gentlemen, the Sove- 
reign can never do any thing in prejudice of the Law, 
and the publick Welfare; much les, in prejudice of Reli- 
g10n, Whereot he is the chief Protector; and that when 
by falſe Repreſentations a Reſcript has Leen obtained from 


him, the Judges mult not make it the Rule of their 
Jud2ments, but always follow the inviolable Laws of 


Juſtice, and the State, Omnes cujuſcumque, majorts vel 
minorts Admniniſirationis, univerſe noſtre Reipublice, Fudices 
monemus, ut nuilum Reſcriptum, nullam Pragmaticam 
Sanctionem, nullam ſacram Adnotationem, que generali Furi, 
vet utilitari publice adverſa eſſe videantur, in diſceptationem 

cujuſlives 
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_ enjuſtiber litigii, patiantur proferri, ſed generales ſacras 


Conſtitutiones modis omnibus non dubitent obſervandas. But 
how does it appear that it is the King's Pleaſure? Where 
is the Reſcript? Where are the Letters Patent containing 
ſuch an Order? If his Majeſty would have exempted rhe 
Accuſed from the Puniſhment of his Crimes, he would 
have opened to him the Treaſure of his Mercy, although 
it ought always to be ſhut againſt the Prophaners of Reli- 
gion; if he would not have had the Parliament determine 


" this Aﬀair according to the ordinary Rules, he would not 


have referred the final Decifion thereof to them, bur 
would have reſerved it to himſelf. Bur is not this facrile- 
gious Calumny overthrown by two Decrees of the Coun- 
cil of State, of the 16th of Fanxary, and the 11th of 
Fune laſt, which ordain, that the Proſecution ſhall be 
carried on againſt Father Girard, at the Requeſt of the 
Attorney-General, and at the Suit of 1a Cadzere; and that 
it ſhall be determined according to the Statutes? Thus 


1s the King's Pleaſure ſhown by two Decrees that oughr 


to be reſpected. Is it thus that the Feſuits, in order to {ave 
luch a guilty Member, inſult the Piety of the greateſt Mo- 
narch in the World, and the eldeſt Son of the Church, in 
a Cauſe wherein he is ſo nearly concerned ? 

Laſtly, The Feſ#its would perſuade us, that ir is for 


the Honour of Religion to abſolve the Accuſed, and that 


this is the only means to avoid Scandal. We agree, that 
when Crimes of this Nature are concealed, it is prudent 
in Prelates to puniſh them by private, but adequate Pu- 
niſhments, and thereby hide from the Publick the Know- 
ledge of the Scandal, But when once theſe Crimes arc 


revealed, when once they have been brought before a 


Court of Juſtice, what way is there to fave the Honour 
of Religion, but by a Puniſhment as publick as the Pro- 
phanations were notorious? The Scandal is only in the 
Crimes themſelves, and not in the Proceedings of the 
Law to puniſh them, much leſs in the Judgments which 
pronounce the Sentence. On the contrary, the paſling 
oyer fuch Crimes as theſe in filence, or the acquitting 
thoſe who are ,guilty of them, would be more ſcandalous 
than the Crimes themſelves. This is not the firſt Direc- 
tor who has ſeduced his Penitents, and made the Sacra- 
ments, nay eyen God himſelf, if we may uſe that Ex- 
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preſſion, ſubſervient ro his Villany ; our Books are. ful! 
of fuch Examples. - And have the Parliaments thought it 
for the Intereſt of Religion to abſolve ſuch Criminals } 
No, certainly. They have thought, on the contrary, that 
.3t was both for its Intereſt and Honour to puniſh them 
in fuch a manner as to repair the Injury they had done 
It by their Prophanations, and that it w be diſhonouring 

22 entirely, to let them go unpuniſhed. | 
The Crimes of Father Girard have been reveald even 
by thoſe who ought to have conceaPd them ; the whole 
Univerſe is informed thereof; he has proved them him- 
ſelf by publiſhing his Letters, eſpecially that of Fly 22, 
1730, and la Gals of the Auguſt followikg, All Man- 
Kind have the Proofs and Arguments of the Parties con- 
cerned before their Eyes; the Facts are made appear, and 
their Defences are ſeen by their inftruftive Memorials ; the 
Publick have raken Cognizance of this Cauſe, and are 
_ ready to pronounce a contraditory Judgment ; how can 
the Zefutts flatter themſelves with the Hopes of impoſing 
en them. We muſt therefore either ſacrifice the Criminal to 
| Religion thar has been prophaned, or ſacrifice Religion to the 
Criminal. This is the Extremity to which this Aﬀeair 1s 
now reduced, If the Accuſed is acquitted, both married 
Women and Maids will be made a Prey to debauch'd Di- 
reQors, or to ſpeak more properly, Confeſſion will be 
aboliſhed, and Religion entirely diſhonoured ; this holy Re- 
ligion, tcal'd with the Blood of a God, will ſeem a Fable, 
and a Pagan Meframorphoſis, This, Gentlemen, will be 
the Conſequence of acquitting this Criminal. But ſuch 
zerrible Misfortunes are not to be apprehended from 4 
Chriſtian Tribunal, a Tribunal which has at all times given 
| moſt evident Proofs of its Zeal for Religion. How glo- 
' rious is it for the Parliament of Provence to be the Judges 
of ſuch a famous Cauſe, the Cauſe of Religion, nay, of 
God himſelf, of him who tries the Judges; a Cauſe which 
merits and takes up the Attention of the whole World; 
a Cauſe, in ſhort, which is worthy to be tried by a ge* 
neral Aſſembly of all rhe Senates in Chriſtendom, that 
they might haye thereby an opportunity | of rendering 
their Glory immortal by the Juſtice of their Decrees. We 

hope, Gentlemen, that being animated with a Zeal 
Religion, you .will afſert and maintain its moſt ou 
| . | _ Rights 
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Rights, and the Purity of its Tenets and Sacraments, with 


a holy Firmneſs. Be fatisfied, that the King, who in the 


Choice he has made of you to be the Judges of this 


Cauſe, had only Probity and Wiſdom in view, will be 
the firſt to approve, and extol your Virtue, Juſtice, and 
Intregrity. Vos ergo obteſtorque Fudices, ut in ſententits fe- 
rendis, quod ſentietis, id audeatis, Veſtram virtutem, juſtt- 
tiam, fidem, mihi credite, is maxime probabit, qui in jud:- 
cibus legendis optimum & ſapientifjimum quemque legit. 


Conclude for the Receiving of 1a Cadjere's Expedient,
